| _ topographers who undertake the hiſtory of the fame 
country: for inſtance, between my Lord Clarendon _ 
and Mr Whitelock, between Mr Echard and Rapin, _ 
and many others; where facts being ſet forth in a4 
different light, every reader believes as he pleaſes; 
and indeed the more judicious and ſuſpicious very  _ 
jauſtly eſteem the whole as no other than a romance, 
in which the writer hath indulged a happy and fertile 
invention. But though theſe widely differ in the nar- 
rative of facts; ſome aſcribing victory to the one, and 
Others to the other party; ſome repreſenting the fame _ 
man as a rogue, while others give him a great and ho- 
| _ neſt character; yet all agree in the ſcene where the fact 
is ſuppoſed to have happened ; and where the perſon, | 
who is both a rogue and an honeſt men, lived.
